Tuesday morning about ten o'clock Mr. Ezra 
McCalman, living in Kansas district.some five 
miles northwest of this place, while assisting 
his brother George in breaking a young mule, 
gothis leg broken and also received some 
other injuries, from which he died on the fol- 
lowing day at sixo’clock in the evening. 
Mr. McCalman wasa clever, industrious and 
respectable young man, just in the prime of 
early manhood, and left a wife and one child. 
and a large circle of friends to mourn his 
untimely fate. 
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Grirrin, February 17.—[Special.}—The case 
of Alfred Doyal, charged with the murder of 
Policeman Mark Hancock, last April, was 
called yesterday morning, but a motion to 
eye e the trial was made by tiie counsel 
or the defense and granted by the judge. The 
court house was packed with an anxious 
throng that wanted to sce the trial proceed. 

1¢ interest in the case is very great and one 
hundred witnesses have heen summened. 

Judge Stewart decided to call an adjourned 
term fur the first Monday in May for this 
case, 
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ee ipaag everal persons who live 
ves's and Bowman saw him pass 
Bowman and return a very short time before 
the alarm of fire was given. This in connec 
tion with the threats said to have been made, 
pointed very strongly to Eaves as the guilty 
man. — 

The preliminary trial was commenced be- 
fore his honor, Judge Barnett, of the county 
court,on Monday morning, and continued 
till noon to-day, the court committing the ac- 
cused for trial at March court. 

A SAD STORY. 
Augustia News. 

A very sad accident and a terrible death oc- 
 eurred last night at Forrest, sixteen miles up 
the Georgia road from Augusta A young 
man, David V. Neal, left the city on the even- 
ing passenger about 6 o'clock, got off at For- 
rest, went into a store and then went out 
alone. He was under the influence of liquor 
while in Augusta yesterday afternoon, and 
is supposed that he wandered on the railroac 
track end fell asleep. The night freight 
train passed Forrest about. half past 
eight o'clock, and while rusbing around 
a curve in adeep cut, ran over young Neal 
severing his head completely from his body 
and also cutting off his left foot. On account 
of the very dark night and the curving track, 
the insensible man Was not seen till too late. 
and when the train was stopped, the dead and 
mangled body of the young man was found 
lying across the track. No blame could pos- 
sibly attach to the engineer, and the verdict 
after the inquest held by Justice C. J. Clif- 
ford was to this effect and in accordance with 
the facts stated. Investigation showed the 
name of the young man, and an ambrotype 
picture of his father was found in his pocket. 
He was a.son of Major George V. Neal, who 
died a few weeks ¥ince near the spot where 
his son met hitA@érrible death. Major Neal was 


Barngsvinix, February 17.—[{Special.]— 
Harry Kitchings, a mechanic of this pla e, 
was found dead near the depot early this 
morning. He was in the employ of the Cen- 
tral railroad as night watchman, and it issup- 
posed while in the discharge of his duties he 
was struck by paralysis, and-no one being 
resent to help him, he died.

What the Papers Say. 
THE STATE IN AN INJUNCTION SUIT. 
Savannah News. 

Yesterday morning a bill was presented for 
the consideration of Hon. Charles F. Crisp, at 
present presiding in the superior court of 
Chatham county, praying that the mayor and 
aldermen of the city of Savannah be enjoined 
from carrying into effect any contract with 
N. F. Thompson, representing the Naphtha 
oil company, who are now lighting the street 
lamps of this city. The bill is based upon 
information from Hon. Clifford Anderson, 
attorney general of the state of Georgia, stat- 
ing that the use of the oil with which the 
lamps are now lighted is prohibited by the 
laws of the state. It is probably the first bill 
of injunction of the kind that has ever been 
filed in our courts, the principal com- 
plainant being the state, through its represen 
tative, the attorney general, and the county 
through her solicitor general. The citizen 
etitioners are E M Green, Alfred L Hartridge, 
Robert H Footman, Philip D Daffin, Henry B 
Johnston, John L Ham- 
mond, Thomas Holcombe, Michael Lavin, 
John PD Robinson and others. After thor- 
oughly informing himself of the facts in the 
premises, Judge Crisp granted the following 
restraining order: 

Upon reading the foregoing information 
and bill and affidavit it is ordered that the 
said application be heard before me, or some 
other judge of the superior court of the state 
of Georgia, in the court room of the superior 
court of Chatham, on the 18th day of Feb- 
ruary instant, at ten o'clock in the forenoon, 
or as soon thereafter asthe same can be heard, 
and that a copy of this order be served on the 
said N. F. Thompson, and the said mayor 
and aldermen of the city’ of Sa- 
vannah, at least ten days before 
the said time of hearing, and that in the 
meantime the said the mayor and aldermen 
of the city of Savannah be, and they are 
hereby restrained from paying any money of 
the corporate funds of said city to the said N. 
F. Thompson, under any existing contract 
with him for the use orsupply of the said 
burning fluid, and from signing, completing 
or entering into any future contract, or from 
completing or perfecting any existing incom- 
plete contract for the future use or supply of 
said burning fluid, and from signing or exe- 
euting any contract or agreement to the said 
Thompson, or any other person representing 
him, for the purposes aforesaid; provided 
that nothing in this order shall be construed 
to prevent the illumination of the streets of 
the said city of Savannah with che said 
burning tinid until the hearing 
of application ' for injunction. This 
order is granted by the undersigned while 
holding the superior court of Chatham, du- 
ring @ reguiarterm thereof, in the stead of 
the Hon. Henry Lb. Tompkins, the judge of 
the superior court of the eastern district of 
Georgia, who is now absent from the district 
and from the state.

TRIAL FOR ARSON. 

Elberton New South. 

On the 15th day of October last, our readers 
will remember, the gin house at Bowman be- 
longing to Messrs. Nance & Long, was de 
stroyed by fire. Save the general conclusion 
that the work wasthe act of an incendiary, 
but little more was thought of the fire, it 
being so common a thing for cotton gins to be 
burned down—except by the pruprietors, who 
heard and treasured up everything that was 
said in their hearing for future action. Most. 
every one else had forgotten the burning until 
last Thursday, when Robert J. Eaves wag 
brought to Elberton handcuffed by the sheriff 
on the train and committed to jail, charged 
with setting fire to this gin house. This 
revived the burning in the minds of the peo- 
ple, and comments concerning it were alinost 
as numerous as when it first took place Mr. 
Nance, one of the proprietors, had not let the 
recollections of his great loss pass out of his 
mind, but after obtaining such information 
as satisfied him as to who the incen- 
diary was, he communicated with Cap- 
tain H. C. Alley, a well known and efficient 
detective of Spartanburg, 8. C., who about 
three weeks ago came to Bowman to work up 
the case, the result being the arrest of Eaves. 
The accused, Robert J. Kaves, well known to 

_ most people in the upper part of the county, is 
ason of Mr. Wm. kaves, whodieda few weeks 
$50, and is largely ¢onnected in the county. 

é lives about two miles below Bowman. iin- 
mediately on the side of the railroad. He is 
about 33 years of age, and was, soon after the 
War, sentenced to the chain-gang for ten years 
for horse stealing, but on account of ‘good 
behavior was pardoned out by the governor of 
the state. The charge against himis one of 
the most serious knuwn to our law—the code 

baking the setting fire to any house inatown, 
city or village punishable with death. It 


before the wa one of the wealthiest citizens 
of Warren county, and in his youth the state 
contained no, more brilliant or promising son 
than George V. Neal, He died a few weeks 
back, the wreck of his former self, leaving 
several sons in different parts of the state. 
The mother of these young men was a Won- 
derful woman, and lived an experience such 
as few women ever knew, and which writers 
paint with weird imagination. Beautiful, 
gifted and admired, she was in youth an 
heiress, and herearly married life a romance 
of happiness and brilliant promise. Sons 
and daughters blessed her home, and honor 
and prosperity surrounded the name and 
landed estates of Major Neal of the grand 
old county of Warren. A change came. 
The old, sad story of a _ broken heart, 
and the wite of aonce gifted lawyer strug- 
gled, and worked, and almost starved by the 
side of a wreck of manhood. At last, neg- 
lected, and in a distant part of the state, she 
died, her gray hairs unsmoothed by the hand 
of atfection, and her heart gone to ashes—the 
sad memory of a love burned out and buried. 
The reminiscence is recalled by the death of 
a son of Major and Mrs. Neal, and while not 
intended as a chapteron the reversed for- 
tunes of a well-known family, it may furnish 
an instructive moral in the lesson’ of life. 
The young man was a printer, and only yes- 
terday was in the office of the Evening News. 
When a boy he was well known to those of 
us familiar with home scenes in old Warren, 
and this fact partly explains the interest 
which this story may bear. 

MOST REMARKABLE. 

DeKalb News. 
We heard last Tuesday a remarkable circum- 
stance, and give it to the public on the author- 
ity of a worthy citizen of this county anda 
friend and relative of the family concerned. 
It is said that a lady of this county, living in 
(Cross Keys district, gave birth to twochildren, 
twins, some time in October, 1881. They were 
quite small, weighing three and five pounds 
respectively, but perfectly formed and 
apparently healthy. The strange part 
of the matter is that from 
the day of their birth until some time in the 
month of December, they showed no anima- 
tion, and scarcely any sign of life beyond 
respiration, and appeured precisely as if 
asleep. During all this time they took no 
nourishment, excepta very little sweetened 
milk forced upon them, and all efforts of the 
mother to get them to nurse proved unavyail- 
ing. Atthe end of about two months after 
their birth the twins apparently waked up, 
and became as ‘“‘peart”’ and lively as any chil- 
dren, nd are now living and thriyjing. They 
were weighd at the beginning por on at the 
end of their longsleep and their weight was 
precisely the same each time. This is cer- 
tuinly a most remarkable statement, but our 
imformant says he once knewa similar case. 
The child was John Thomas Greer, formerly 
of this county, but now living in Colorado, 
having gone west about 1874 or 1875. He was 
ason of Middleton Greer, and was born on 
the place now owned by Mr. John U. Ridling, 
more than thirty years ago. He was, as were 
the twins, what is calleda seven months 
child, and it is said, slept two months after 
his birth almost constantly. Huis parents kept 
him in a basket of wool, near enough the fire 
to be warm, and oue would never have known 
there was a child in the house, so little noise 
did he make. He vyouches for the truth of 
this statement as being strictly within his own 
knowledge. Our informants are two well 
known citizens of this county, whose names 
can be given if desired, and on their authori- 
ty we give these peculiar circumstances toa 
curious and incredulous public. 
DIPHTHERIA. 
Elberton New south, 

We mentioned the fact last week that 4 
child of J. W. Etherridge had died with 
diphtheria, and that Mrs. G. M. Maxwell was 
then sick with the disease. On Friday last 
a little child of Mr. Maxwell’s died, and the 
people concluding that it too had’ died with 
diphtheria, became very much alarmed for 
fear the disease would spread through the 
town and leave a track of graves to mark its 
course. The members of the town council 
were importuned to hold a meeting 
and devise some means to prevent the 
spread of the disease, if it were possible to do 
so. Accordingly a meeting of the council was 
held in the court house Friday night, and 
several physicians of Elberton were before 
the body to give their opinions as to what 
should be done. Dr. A. C. Mathews, who was 
the attending physician at Mr. Maxwell's, 
said the child who had died that morning did 
not die of diphtheria and had not the remo- 
test syimptums of any throat affection; but 
that it died of cholera morbus. He said 
therefore that all alarm was unncces-. 
sary. The doctors. present agreed -in say- 
ing that the best preventive of the 
spread of diphtheria was cleanliness about 
yards and lots. The council requested the 
physicians of Elberton to consult together on 
Saturday, and if any measure could be used 
to prevent a spread of the disease to notify the 
marshal so that a meeting of council could be 
held that evening. No further means were 
suggested, other than that before mentioned, 
and no action taken by council. As soon as 
it becan.e known that Mr. Maxwell's child 
did not die of diphtheria the alurm of the 
people was dispelled, and the town became 
quiet again.

THE STATE IN AN INJUNCTION SUIT. 
Savannah News. 

Yesterday morning a bill was presented for 
the consideration of Hon. Charles F. Crisp, at 
present presiding in the superior court of 
Chatham county, praying that the mayor and 
aldermen of the city of Savannah be enjoined 
from carrying into effect any contract with 
N. F. Thompson, representing the Naphtha 
oil company, who are now lighting the street 
lamps of this city. The bill is based upon 
information from Hon. Clifford Anderson, 
attorney general of the state of Georgia, stat- 
ing that the use of the oil with which the 
lamps are now lighted is prohibited by the 
laws-of the state. It is probably the first bill 
of injunction of the kind that has ever been 
filed in our courts, the principal com- 
plainant being the state, through its represen 
tative, the attorney general, and the county 
through her solicitor general. The citizen 
etitioners are E M Green, Alfred L Hartridge, 

bert H Footman, Philip D Daffin, Henry B 
Dresser, James H Johnston, John L Ham- 
mond, Thomas Holcombe, Michael Lavin, 
John PD Robinson and others. After thor- 
oughly informing bimself of the facts in the 
premises, Judge Crisp granted the following 
restraining order: 

Upon reading the foregoing information 
and bill and affidavit it is ordered that the 
said application be heard before me, or some 
other judge of the superior court of the state 
of Georgia, in the court room of the superior 
court of Chatham, on the 18th day of Feb- 
ruary instant, at ten o'clock in the forenoon, 
or as soon thereafter asthe same can be heard, 
and that a copy of this order be served on the 
said N. F. Thompson, and the said mayor 
and aldermen of the city’ of Sa- 
yannah, at least ten days before 
the said time of hearing, and that in the 
meantime the said the mayor and aldermen 
of the city of Savannah be, and they are 
hereby restrained from paying any money of 
the corporate funds of said city to the said N. 
F. Thompson, under any existing contract 
with him for the use or supply of the said 
burning fluid, and from signing, completing 
or entering into any future contract, or trom 
completing or perfecting any existing incom- 
plete contract for the future use or supply of 
said burning fluid, and from signing or exe- 

_euting any contract or agreement to the said 
Thompson, or any other person representing 
him, for the purposes aforesaid; provided 
that nothing in this order shall be construcd 
to prevent the illumination of the streets of 
the said city of Savannah with che said 
burning tinid until the hearing 
of application for injunction. This 
order is granted by the undersigned while 
holding the superior court of Chatham, du- 
ring a regularterm thereof, in the stead of 
the Hon. Henry Bb. Tompkins, the judge of 
the superior court of the eastern district of 
Georgia, who is now absent from the district 
and from the state.

A SAD STORY. 
Augustia News. 

A very sad accident and a terrible death oc- 
eurred last night at Forrest, sixteen miles up 
the Georgia road from Augusta <A young 
man, David V. Neal, left the city on the even- 
ing passenger about 6 o'clock, got off at For- 
rest, went into a store and then went out 
alone. He was under the influence of liquor 
while in Augusta yesterday afternoon, and it 
is supposed that he wandered on. the railroad 
track end fell asleep. The night freight 
train passed Forrest. about half past 
eight o'clock, and while rusbing around 
a curve in adeep cut, ran over young Neal 
severing his head completely from his body 
and also cutting off his left foot. On account 
of the very dark night and the curving track, 
the insensible man was not seen till too late, 
and when the train was stopped, the dead and 
mangled body of the young man was found 
lying across the track. No blame could pos- 

sibly attach to the engineer, and the verdict 
after the inquest held by Justice C. J. Clif- 
ford was to this effect and in accordanée with 
the facts stated. Investigation showed the 
name of the young man, and an ambrotype 
picture of his father was found in his pocket. 
He wasa son of Major George V. Neal, who 
died a few weeks fince near the spot where 
his son met bit&érrible death. Major Neal was 
before the wa one of the wealthiest citizens 
of Warren county, and in his youth the state 
contained no, more brilliant or promising son 
than George V. Neal, He died a few weeks 
back, the wreck of his former. self, leaving 
several sons in different parts of the state. 
The mother of these young men was a Won- 
derful woman, and lived an experience such 
as few women ever knew, and which writers 
paint with weird imagination. Beautiful, 
gifted and admired, she was in youth an 
heiress, and herearly married life a romance 
of happiness and brilliant promise. Sons 
and daughters blessed her home, and honor 
and prosperity surrounded the name and 
landed estates of Major Neal of the grand 
old county of Warren. <A change came. 
The old, sad story of a_ broken heart, 
and the wite of aonce gifted lawyer strug- 
gled, and worked, and almost starved by the 
side of a wreck of manhood. At last, neg- 
lected, and ina distant part of the state, she 
died, her gray hairs unsmoothed by the hand 
of atfection, and her heart gone to ashes—the 


-sad memory of a love burned out and buried. 


The reminiscence is recalled by the death of 
a son of Major and Mrs. Neal, and while not 
intended as:a chapteron the reversed for- 
tunes of a well-known family, it may furnish 
an instructive moral in the lesson of life. 
The young man was a printer, and only yes- 
terday was in the office of the Evening News. 
When a boy he was well Known to those of 
us familiar with home scenes in old Warren, 
and this fact partly explains the interest 
which this story may bear. 
MOST REMARKABLE. 
DeKalb News. 
We heard last Tuesday a remarkable circum- 
stance, and give it to the publie on the author- 
ity of a worthy citizen of this county anda 
friend and relative of the family concerned. 
It is said that a lady of this county, living in 
Cross Keys district, gave birth to twochildren, 
twins, some time in October, 1881. They were 
quite small, weighing three and five pounds 
respectively, but perfectly formed and 
apparently healthy. The strange part 
of the matter is that from 
the day of their birth until some time in the 
month of December, they showed no anima- 
tion, and scarcely any sign of life beyond 
respiration, and appeared precisely as if 
asleep. During allthis time they took no 
nourishment, except a very little sweetened 
milk forced upon them, and all efforts of the 
mother to get them to nurse proved unavyail- 
ing. Atthe end of about two months efter 
their birth the twins apparently waked up, 
and became as “‘peart’’ and lively as any chil- 
dren, nd are now living and thriving. They 
were weighd at the beginning sudiiales at the 
end of'their long sleep and their weight was 
precisely the same each time. This is cer- 
tainly a most remarkable statement, but our 
imformant says he once knewa similar case. 
The child was John Thomas Greer, formerly 
of this county, but now living in Colorado, 
having gone west about 1874 or 1875. He was 
ason of Middleton Greer, and was born on 
the place now owned by Mr. John U. Ridling, 
more than thirty years ago. He was, as were 
the twins, what is calleda seven months 
child, and it is said, slept. two months after 
his birth almost constantly. . His parents kept 
him in a basket of wool, near enough the fire 
to be warm, and oue would never have known 
there was a child in the house, so little noise 
did he make. He vyouches for the truth of 
this statement as being strictly within his own 
knowledge. Our informants are two well 
known citizens of this county, whose names 
can be given if desired, and on their authori- 
ty we give these peculiar circumstances toa 
curious and incredulous public. 
DIPHTHERIA. 
Elberton New south, 

We mentioned the fact last week that ua 
child of J. W. Etherridge had died with 
diphtheria, and that Mrs. G. M. Maxwell was 
then sick with the disease. On Friday last 
a little child of Mr. Maxwell’s died, and the 
people concluding that it too had died with 
diphtheria, became very much alarmed for 
fear the disease would spread through the 
town and leave a track of graves to. mark its 
course. The members of the town council 
were importuned to hold a meeting 
and devise some means to prevent the 
spread of the discase, if it were possible to do 
so. Accordingly a meeting of the council was 
held in the court house Friday night, and 
several physicians of Elberton were before 
the body to give their opinions as to what 
should be done. Dr. A. C. Mathews, who was 
the attending physician at Mr. Maxwell's, 
said the child who had died that morning did 
not die of diphtheria and had not the remo- 
test syimptums of any throat affection; but 
that it died of cholera morbus. He said 
therefore that all alarm was unneces- 
sary. The doctors present. agreed in say- 
ing that the best preventive of the 
spread of diphtheria was cleanliness about 
yards and lots. The council requested the 
physicians of Elberton to consult together on 
Saturday, and if any measure could be used 
to prevent a spread of the disease to notify the 
marshal so that a meeting of council could be 
held that evening. No further means were 
suggested, other than that before mentioned, 
and no action taken by council. As soon as 
it becan.e known that Mr. Maxwell's child 
did not die of diphtheria the alarm of the 
people was dispelled, and the town became 
quiet again.

Our Correspondent Calls on the Proprietor of a Large

host. To the north and west of Grittin were 
the rich mines of the Woodruff and Keller 
fruit farms, covering some three hundred 
acres in all; tothe south, spread out hundreds 
of fertile valleys that were teeming with the 
best products of the soil, while within her 
very borders, shining like a lake of silver in 
the sunlight, was the most noted of all south- 
ern fish enterprises, Wright's beautiful carp 
pond. And here, where I stood, within the 
scope of one’s eve, were 550 acres of Georgia’s 
red hills that contained GO, 000 
peach trees! Did the vine clad 
hills of France or the historic 
citron groves of Sicily promise a richer yield 
of earth’s sweet products? I could not believe 
‘it Falling into a reverie overthe panorama 
and what it suggested would have been quick 
work had not Mr. Cunningham announced 
that his turnout was in readiness. 

“| am going to give you a drive around the 
place,” le said, when we were seated, and the 
horse started off in a brisk jog. 

“How far is it around ail your fields?’ I 
asked. 

‘Well, some five or six miles, I guess; but 
we wont goover themall. I wantto show 
you the full scope of the place, though, and 
then you can form your own idea about it.”’ 

“How many acres have you in all?” 

“On the place | have 1,350 acres and nearly 
600 acres are in peachtrees alone. This is the 
largest peach orchard in the south, the largest 
in the United States and the largest in the 
world. There is one, however, in New Jersey 
that is very nearly as large as this, though 
mot quite. Iam thinking of planting out 200 
acrés more next fall, and then I know I shall 
have no rival anywhere.”’ 

“How about the Parnell orchard near West 
Point?” 

‘Chat is probably about one-half as large as 
mine. I have often heard, myself, that the 
Parnell orchard was the largest in the south, 
but I have the figures on all the large orchards 
in the country, and what I tell you is gor- 
rect.”’ 

“How many trees have you got planted here 
in all?’ 

“in all, something over 60,000. Of these, 
50,000 are good bearing trees, the youngest be- 
ing four years old.”’ 

“Don’t you plant anything but peaches?” 
. Well, thatis my main crop, though I 
have 6,000 apple and pear trees also. I hardly 
count these in comparison with the others.”’ 

“Will you tell me the cost of the entire or- 
_chard, trees and all, and what you now value 
it at?” 

“Land, you know, is cheap in middle Geor- 
gia and this cost from eight to ten dollars 
peracre. I presume that the trees averaged 
me ten centseach. There are the 550 acres 
in speaches. I have the cost of land $5,500 
ana trees $6.000, Altogether I expect the im- 
yrovements will run up a total footing of 
$15.00. T would not take one dollar per tree 
for the place asit is,so you can draw your 
own interences.”’ 

“Would $75,000 buy the place?’ 

“I don t know; I'd have to study over even 
scien- that offer. Tell you the truth, I am not at 

» have ail anxious to sell. Let me tell you some- 

al by : thing that Mr. Parnell says: On thirty acres 
, giving of his West Point orchard, in a year when 

evervbody else failed on peaches because of a 
bad season, he cleared $7,000even money. He 
had his fruit in a valley, though, and it es- 
eaped the frosts in some strange way that 
season. Last vear | made a failure, and only 
got about 300 bushels inall. ‘These netted me 
about $1,000.”’ 

“vo yuu expecta good yie[d this year?” 

“Yes, l think this is my year. All the 

signs are in my favor. The last good fruit 
season we had, it was preceded by a mild win- 
ter. and that’s a good sign now. Then, too, the 
budsare much more backward than they 
were last year. These are some of the signs 
that make me hopetful for a grand fruit crop.”’ 

“About how many good fruit years will 

you average in five or ten?” 
* “Three out of five is afair estimate. Our 
fruit crop is always more certain than in any 
other section of the country, and some fruits 
here have been known never to fail.”’ : 

“Will you tell me something of the prices 

you get for peaches?” 
~ “Take the crop through and I will average 
two dollars per bushel net. This. of course, 
means after deducting every possible expense. 
I have a large number of trees that wili bear 
a full bushel each, but counting them at a 
yield of only a peck toatree, and with my 
50,000 bearing trees, I get 12,500 bushels, or 
$25,000 net. Now,as we only have three grand 
yieids in five years, that gives $75,000 for the 
total, oran average of $15,000 every year. 
‘This is just 25 per cent profit on the yalue of 
the farm, counting it at $60,000.”’ 

“What do your peaches bring in the north- 
ern markets?”

fancy fruit. ey argue that if the growers 
can get 310 a bushel we might as well have 
nearly half of it, and withcut any ceremony 
proceed to tuke it. Of course we are at their 
mercy. 

“Can't you ship by freight?” 

Yes, but it takes too long, and, unless we 
could use refrigerator cars, the fruit would rot 
badly on the ruad. The ocean steamshsps at 
Savannah offer to carry my fruit at one dollar 
per hundved, and I ship large quantities that 
way every year. In fact, 1 intend shipping 
the greater part of my fruit that way in 
future. They have refrigerators on the ships, 
and [ keep a man in Savannah all the season 
to do nothing but attend to the ice and man- 
age the shipping and packing. Mr. Wadley 
has promised to build us some special cars for 
the purpose and we may use them this sum- 
mer. By the way. I wish especially to say 
that the Central road has treated me with 
most marked courtesy and kindness on all 
occasions, and the promptness of the manager 
has been a source of great benefit to me. They 
have never refused any favor I asked.”’ 

‘“Ilow do souchern peaches compare with 
that from other markets?” 

‘Well, that isthe most important point you 
have asked me, and Lam gladit came. You 
may say that nowherein the world will 
peaches grow like they will here. In fact, 
this isthe only placein the world where a 
perfect peach can be raised. From Marietta 
to Forsyth, on that ridge, is without doubt 
the finest spot for peaches in the country any- 
where. Another thing, no peaches in the 
world have as tine a tlavor as these we grow 
here. They raise good fruitin Maryland and 
Deleware, but they haven’t the same delicacy 
of flavor that ours have. Everybody acknowl- 
edges this that know anything at all about 
peaches. Now, these are two points that the 
public, and especially Georgians, would do 
well.to remember.” 

by this time we had driven past the station 
and on up the Central road for seme three or 
four miles, out and around the big fields of 
peaches. Nothing but the thousands of 
brown trees, and millions of brown twigs, 
and tens of millions of buds, could be seen 
anywhere. Mr. Cunningham had _ talked 
peaches to me; told me of the beautiful pros- 
pects he almost saw in sight, until I fell to 
wondering why al! Georgia didn’t go to rais- 
ing fruit for the world. Whata vrand old 
conmmonwealth we have, anyhow! Spindles 
ahead of ail our sisters; factories, industries 
and government buovant with the hum of 
enterprise and pluck that is making Georgia 
a power in the land! 

AS We were passing around the fields after 
the prices and values of fruit had been dis- 
cussed, [ asked Mr. Cunningham what variety 
of peach he found to be the hardiest and best 
growing variety. 

“f expect,’ said he, ‘‘that the Beatrice is 
about the best; though the Amsslen-Alexander 
isalso a favorite variety of mine. There is 
an orchard over there beyond the railroad 
containing abvout fifty acres of the Beatrice, 
7,000 trees in all. It takes richer ground for 
them than some, but they are hardier. The 
Armsden-Alexander will thrive equally as well 
on rich or poor ground, and grows as 
well on a red hill as in a rich bottom. 
These are all early varieties, of course, and 
are consequently my most valuable fruit. The 
Chinese ciing and early Crawford are later 
peaches and better fruit fur general purposes, 
but not so vaiuable in a money point of view 
because they are late. I consider the Chinese 
Cling the finest peach in the world. It ripens 
in July, and is the best fruitior general do- 
mestic purposes that grows. They can be 
shipped with safety any distance, and seldom 
rot, no matter how badly bruised. I have 
had. some magnificent specimens, and last 
year secured a number of them that weighed 
irom twelve to sixteen ounces each.”’ 

POINTS. 

Mr. Cunningham says the young peach 
trees can be bought by the car load trom such 
representative and honest firms as W.1). Rob- 
inson and Cole & Co., of Atlanta, at an aver 
age of ten or twelve cents each, every tree 
guaranteed. 

It is generally understood that the orchard 
belongs to Judge John D. Cunningham, of 
Atlanta. His son informs me that the judge 
has nothing to do with the orchard whatever. 

In all the 60,000 or more trees planted, Mr. 
Cunningham has not had any to die. 

Peach trees to thrive well must be trained 
so as to give the branches plenty of sun-light. 
To do this, the center limbs are clipped out, 
which makes the branches spread. 

It must be a good-sized task to ‘‘worm’’ 
69,000 trees. This is done by raking away the 
dirt around the roots. Wherever there is a 
worm it leaves a black streak, and by follow- 
ing this with a knife the worm is caught. 
The roots are then washed with Randolph 
Peters’ wash, said to be the best made. 

The Cunningham orchards cover a space of 
country spread over several miles area. They 
are not at all exactly together. 

when travelers on the Central want to get 
a glimpse of the biggest peach orchard in the 
world, they can commence to look out the 
windows about three miles south of Griffin 
going towards Macon. Coming towards At- 
lanta, the first and original orchard is seen on 
the right several hundred yards below Orchard 
Hill. : 

Nothing but budded trees are planted at 
Orchard Hill. 

Mr. Cunningham never allowed a drop of 
brandy to be made from his refuse peaches. 
He says he will allow them to make hogs of 
pigs, but not hogs of men. _

CREATED BY A FATAL BOILER 
EXPLOSION. 


The Thrilling Sensation Reporte: from Cartersville— 
Explosion of the Boiler, Resulting in the Death 
of Five Men, and the Serious Wounding of 
Others—The Very Latest Details. . 


The usually gay little city of Cartersville is 
to-day clothed in a sable garb,and her thrifty, 
busy streets wear a lonely, desolate and de 
serted appearance, for upon the doors of many 
homes hangs that sombre sign of death—a 
bunch of crape. 

Yesteraay the angel of death reaped a rich 
harvest in that place, and to-day the tolling 
of the bell and the muffled rumbling of the 
hearse wheels will carry sadness and sorrow to 
many a heart, and when the rays of the set- 
ting sun cast their weird shadow over the 
grave-yacd there will be five new graves to 


add to the superstitious dread of the home of. 


the dead. 

Just at the southern end of Cartersville is 
located the Georgia car company’s works, and 
there it was thatthisterriblecarnival of death 
occurred.

No cause for the explosion can be assigned 
at present. It has been, as is stated above the 
habit ofthe hands to congregate in the en- 
xine room to await the blowing of the whistle 
and of all those who were there yesterday 
morning there is not one who ‘can tell 
the tale, as all were killed except 
the engineer, whose condition is such as to 
render him unable to speak. At the inquest 
only three witnesses were examined. The 
first was John Mitchell, the watchman. who 
said: 

“I fired the engine, which is my duty. The 
necessary quantity of water was in the boiler 
When I fired itthis morning. The fire had 
been in the furnace about 1% hours before 
the explosion. There was then about forty 
pounds ot steam.

Cuester. Pa., February 17.—About ¢ % 
o'clock this morning an explosion occurre 
the pyrotechnic works of Prof. Jackso 
this city. The building was badly shatte 
took fire and was totally consumed./ At 
least fifteen and probably more lives were lost 
and many dangerously wounded. The biild- 
ing is the eld homestead of Admiral Porter. 

A number of colored families lived in the 
old Porter mansion.

THE OOTTON MARKET 
CONSTITUTION OFFICES, 
Atlanta, February 17, 1882 
New York—Again we chronicle another active 
and excited week in the cotton market. sutures 
have bee. subject to considerable fluctuation, and 
the state of the markei all the week has been so 
irregular and unsettled that it was impossible to 
form any conception of what wastobe. During 
the first part of the week futures moved under a 
depressed feeling and shouldered heavy losses, but 
subsequently and later in the week the tone was 
changeable, and an occasional reaction would 
soinetimes occur me ely to break the monotony of 
the situation. To-day the market assumed a firmer 
Attitude, and to all appearances the excitement has 
been somewhat subdued. At the close futures 
ruled firm at prices considerably above yesterday's 
close, though compared with the quotations of a 
week ago we note a general loss of 15@20 points for 
the future months. There seems to b>? no legiti- 
mate cause for the decline that has recently taken 
p.ace, and it is a notable fact that helders of spots 
all over the country have clung on with a remark- 
able tenacity, and obstinatety refused to make any 
offerings, This seems to be universal, and conse- 
quently sales and receipts have dropped off amaz- 
ingly Throughout the south the bull element 
predominates, and, while the great mass of the 
cotton has beeu marketed, they ieel confident that 
better prices can be secured on whatsemains, The 
great falling off in net receipts is likewise attract- 
ing attention, aud Wuast sooner or later have its in- 
fluence $n the market. Stocks cont) .ue unprece- 
dent@djiy large, but any active movement oh the 
‘part of spinners could, in a short while, reduce the 
amount toan ordinary proportion. But this stock 
is supported by a confirmed short crop, and, aside 
from the maneuverings of enthusiastic speculators, 
it does seems that ultimately we must get better 
»rices forcotton. Spots closed firmer to-day at 1154¢. 
Net receipts for the week ending togiay 71,2% 
bales, against 86,714 bales last week and against 
144,747 bales for the corresponding week last year, 
exports forthe week 71,162 bales; same time last year 
110,332 bales; stock 1,112,702 bales; same time last 
year 854,049 bales.

AT THE GROUNDS OF THECOTTON 
EXPOSITION. 


A Constitution Reporter Betakes Himself to the 
Spot Where the Crowds Once Surged—A 
Change Which Six Weéks Have 
Wrought—A Deserted Piace. 


Yesterday a Constitution reporter con- 
ceived the idea of giving the people a last 
glance at the old exposition grounds. 

Boarding a horse car on the Marietta street 
line the reporter was set down at the rolling 
mill, and from there he tripped along the 
newly laid ties of the Georgia Pacific until 
the exposition: hotel was reached. This 
“banquet hall deserted”’ is now occupied by 
Mr. J. W. Cason, who is employed by the Ex- 
position mills company to live there and take 
care of the building. The Camp hotels have 
decamped and left not a thing behind to mark 
the spot where they stood. The exposition 
ground: are under the charge of Major B.N. 


Williford. 

The reporter proceeded on down the track 
which runs directly along where the exposi- 
tion depot platform stood, and clambered up 
the bank to the grand entrance. All the 
gates were locked, but when the reporter 
showed his pass he was allowed to enter, and 
once more stood upon the ground where 
crowds surged for three menths. 

The day was bright and beautiful. It was 
at midday warm enough to force one tothe 
shady side of the street. As the reporter 
passed into the expositien grounds everything 
wore an air of perfect repose, such as the 
spring days bring to us. Not aman was to be 
seen inside the park, and the reporter felt 
like one in the midst of a “yast solitude.” 
To the left as he entered he saw the 
smoke from the city’s factories and mills rise 
lazily and floataway. Shaking off a feeling 
vf the sentimental which was fast stealing 
over him, he turned sharply to the right and 
entered the art building. As he stood 
in the doorway of this structure, stretching 
out nearly four hundred feet before him, 
he saw only the whitewashed walls 
and the littered fluor. Not an exhibit nora 
part of an exhibit was to be seen. The floor 
was covered with trash, scraps of luniber, ete. 
Nothing was left of the Heno Tea Hong but 
the miniature twin lakes and the tea planta- 
tion. Of all the hundredg of beautiful ex- 
hibits nothing was left that could even give 
an idea of what the building had been used 
for. It was as completely deserted as a last 
year’s bird's nest. 

From the art hall the reporter headed for 
the Florida building. As-he did so he passed 
over the ground where the pavilion of the 
The old 
red wagon which stood near the canvas during 
the exposition was there still. The canvas was 
gone but the monkey cages, the pandora 
box and other pieces of furniture were pack- 
ed up and remained on the ground. It will 
be remembered that the manager of this 
show left the city and did not carry his com- 
pany with him, owing to a misunderstanding 
VI some sort, 

When the reporter reached the Florida 
building he pressed the doors open and went 
in. The confusion in this building cciipsed 
anything that had been seen in the art build- 
ing Lheearth in which the trees and bush- 
es had been planted was scattered over the 
floor. Nothing of value bad beep left behind, 
but there were a few specimens of stone and 
some woods remaining. A bauana tree reach- 
ing to the top of the building and showing the 
young fruit was left behind. The reporter 
thought of the rather sad history of the build- 
ing and the exhibit which was made, It will 
be remembered that the exhibit was one of 
the must unique that could be imavined. and 
drew igimense crowds of people. The com- 
missioners, Mesyrs, Place and Voyle, were par- 
ticularly energetic, and entered into the work 
with great zeal. Before «he close of the 
exposiiion Mr. Place was taken sick and 
died. Mr. Voyle returned to Florida after 
the exposition only to tind that the people 
denied his authority and refused to pay hii 
for his time and vutlay beyond the original 
subscriptions. It is said, Lowever, that lately 
the matter has been sa:isfactorily arranged. 
The building bears a card stating that it is for 
sale. 

‘he press pavilion was empty. The 
rations had been torn down and some 
and straw was scattered over the floor. 
The Jones restaurant building showed no 
sign of life within. In the lower rooms the 
temperature was delightiully cool. 

The railroad building held nune of the ar- 
ticles which were excivited there during the 
exposition except a section from a monster 
walnut tree which grew in Mississippi. 

The main building has one or two 
stationary engines left yet, and the big old 
Dederick press still remains. 

Judge’s hall, where all the speech-making 
was dune, remains unchanged. The builers 
which furnished the steam are unmoved, and 
two or three traction epgines are on the 
grounds. The shrubbery is louking well, and 
the grass is growing nicely and looks green 
and fresh. The walks are clean and free 
from mud, and there is no pleasanter way 
to spend an afternoon than in walking 
through the deserted buildings and grounds, 
and musing upon the brilliant success of the 
exposition and the wonderful developments 
and good results that will follow it. There 
could be no- greater success in any 
venture than our exposition. It Was 
gotten up in a year, chalienged the 
udmiration of the world by its com- 
pleteness and magnitude, ,and upon its heels 
will follow a cotton factory stocked at $400,- 
000 which will spin and weave cotton of the 
next crop. What scenes and transformations 
Oglethorpe park has witnessed and will wit- 
ness Within these two years?

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A SOUND PHENOMENON. 


Why Engine Bells and Whistles Appear Sometimes to 

Vary in Piteh. 

Providence Journal. 
When two trains, going in an opposite di- 
rection at a rapid rate, meet each other, with 
the engine bells ringing, or whistles blowing, 
a passenger of the one train notices a marked 
Variation in the tone of the bell or whistle of 
the other train. When the sound first strikes 
the eur, the pitch is atits highest. Gradually it 
goes down, as the train dashes past, and the 
lowest pitch is reached when the last note 
fulls tu the ear. Why is this? 
The question’ was propounded toan engi- 
neer the other day by an individual thirsting 
fur Information, 
“The question is simple enough,’ was the 
reply. “To start with, it isan axiom which 
needs no proving that the pitcn of sound de 
pends on its nuinber of vibrations. ‘Thus, 
while forty vibrations a second produce the 
lowest sourtd, forty thousand a second pro- 
duced the highest. Pitch rises with an in- 
crease of the number of vibrations. 
“A certain number of vibrations are emit- 
ted by the bell or whistle during the time the 
train is runnmg a certain distance—say a 
quarter of a mile. Suppose each train runs 
this distance in halfa minute. ‘hen, as the 
one train approaches that in which the listen- 
ing pussenger is seated, all the vibratiens 
emitted during the half minute will strike 
the ear in less than half a minute, supposing, 
of course, that they can be heard over su 
great a distance. Tue reasun for this is that 
the first will not be heard until more than 
two seconds after jt has been emitted, as the 
sound will have to travel half a mile, while 
the last will be heard theinstant itis emitted. 
becuuse the engine will then be within a few 
feet of the ear. ‘Thus thirty seconds’ vibra- 
tion will be heard in twenty-eight se onds 
When the trains are receding from each other 
the vibrations emitted during the half minute 
will take rather more than thirty-two seconds 
to reach the ear, as that emitted when the 
train is halfa mile off will have to travel to 
the ear.”’ 
“Can you illustrate this to make it plain- 
er?’ the engineer was asked. 
“Certainly | can. Suppose a man with a 
rubber hose stands ten vavds from atub. The 
capacity of his hose enables him tosquirta pint 
of water per second into that tub. But if,dur- 
ing say five seconds, he walks up to the tub, 
all the while allowing his hose to pour water 
into it, there will be more than five pints of 
water as the result of that five second’s work. 
There will be five pints, plus the quantity 
contuined in the stream, which would have 
fallen to the ground if he had stood still and 
ut the end ot five seconds turned the cock, 
shutting off the stream. By the approach o1 
the whistle or bell of an engine a greater pum- 
ber of vibrations meet the ear ina given 
time, just as a greater quantity of water 
reaches the tub from the hose by the approach 
of the nozzle And, accepting as currect the 
axiom tha, the greater number of vibrations 
the higher the pitch,it will be seen that when 
the trains apprvach the ear gets more than its 
due share of vibrations per second, and when 
they recede it gets less than its shure.”
